Oin-Drinkor's Liver. 

The most frequent cause of this com- 
plaint is spirit-drinking. When alcohol 
is introduced into the stomach in the 
ordinary way it nearly all passes 
through the liver. TJndUutod spirits 
are much more injurious than when 
mixed with water, and produce greater 
irritation. Alcohol consumed as wine 
or beer is far less destructive to the 
liver than when taken in tho form of 
ardent .spirits. A hot climate inten.si- 
tios all the vicious effects of alcohol. 
Tlic symptoms of cirrhosis of the liver 
are in the early stages often obscure, 
hut later they'aro ' sufficiently well 
marked. At first the liver'gets slight- 
ly enkrged, and tho patient suffering 
from pain in the right side, indigestion, 
wind, and costive bowels. He is oc- 
casionally feverish, his .skin is hot and 
drv, and he lias a peculiarly unhealthy 
.sallow look, which ho probably fails to 
notioe,-but which is suflicieiitly obvi- 
ous to his I'licnds. . Tho necessity for 
making a change in his habits is forced 
iijioii his attention, and for a week or 
two he is under the doctor's ordors.and 
not feeling able to drink any more, lie 
consents to follovrn restricted diet, and 
to take a course of jjurgatives. Soon 
the most proniiiitjnt .symptoms are re 
lieved, he fancies himself well again, 
and quickly returns to his old habits. 
Gradually, however, he notices that he 
is getting thinner and weaker, and oc- 
casionally lie has a good deal of pain 
in the side. He is nervous and out of 
sorts. He has no longer tho jiluck he 
naod to have; first his friends notice it, 
and tiibtf-Ii'e gradually becomes aware 
of it himself. He finda that he is 
not "fit ' for business," and he 



is afraid to .see jjeoplo. Tho 
patient has occasional attacks of diar- 
rhoea, his appetite fails, and the ema- 
ciation and debility increase. He trios 
all kinds of treatment, but never sticks 
to one for long at a time. Uo consults 
everyone of any note in London, but 
derives little if any Ijenufit from their 
advice. He wouhl give up the drink 
if ho could, but he can't. His self ro 
liauce is gone, the alcohol has stolon 
away his will, and ho is utterly inca- 
pable of giving up the dangerous fasci- 
nation. Ho will take an oath to-day 
that ho will never touch another drop 
of spirit, and will probably break it to- 
morrow. Sonjotiinp.s lie wishes some 
one would lock hiin up in an asylum, 
or that by some chanco or other ho 
could have six months' im)>risonment, 
but ho never feels able to put himself 
under restraint, .\fter a time tho liv- 
er gets smaller, ami this, instead of be- 
ing a good sign, is a bad one, for it is 
contracting. Hewoiild willingly enough 
consent to knock oil" drink now, but it 
is too late; tiie mi.>icliief is done, tho 
liver is in a state of cirrhosis, and no 
medicine can rcstorn it to its natural 
condition. Is then' any reniody for 
this horrible complaint ? " Yea, one, 
toetotalism — absolute abstinence from 
alchoiic liquors of oil kinds. This rem- 
edy must bo ajiplied early. If ho waits 
till his liver has uiulergonc serious or- 
ganic change, it is too late. No half- 
uioasuros will sufficn; he mu.st give up 
drink of all kind.s. If he does this ho 
will recover; but if ho goe.s on in his 
old plan an early and jMiinful doatli is 
the inevitable consequence. — Fnintli/

Several months ago, it will be re- 
nienibored, there was a groat deal of 
excitement and talk about tho Calisto- 
ga "gold man," who was said to be 
making or extracting gohl from the 
Caliatogfl. Hot Springs. In course of 
time the excitement died out, the gen- 
eral impression being that Colonel A. 
C. Ticlienor, tho man who was doing 
this wonderful thing, and his gold, 
were both frauds. In spite of all op- 
position, the Colonel kept at his work, 
and in a conversation with our reporter 
yesterday says that with the help of 
two assistants he takes out of the 
springs from ?500 to $1,500 every day, 
and intends to keep on doing so as long 
as the water continues to Mow : and as 
there is no immediate piu.s[)ect of the 
Calistoga Hot Springs (•'■a.siug their 
ebullitions. Col. Ticlienor may be .said 
to have a pretty "soft racket." In 
course of the conversation Mr. Tiehe- 
nor took from his pockot 'wluil hu is 
pleased to call "a gold overcoat but- 
ton," it being a button-shaped lump of 
gold, about two inches in diameter, 
worth about §562, with the remark 
that he makes two or three of these 
each day. We do not pretend to say 
whether or not this gentleman is a 
fraud, or whether or not his gold will 
continue to stand the many severe 
tests to which it is being constantly 
subjected. 

He has made two di.scoveries which 
will bti of infinite value to Calistogians. 
By one of these he heats liis hotel 
without tho use of fire, and by the 
other he proposes to light Calistoga. 
He some days ago look acylinderabout 
four feet long and furnished it with a 
steam pipe. This cylinder he filled 
with cold water and placed it several 
feet below the surfatse of ;ene of the 
springs. In a short' time steam was 
hissing from the pi])e. Ho then j)lac- 
ed a large boiler in one of the springs 
and by means of pipes now heats his 
hotel and does all the cooking without 
so much as striking a match. As 
the amount of available steam power 
in the Calistoga Springs is immense, 
Mr. Tichenor sees a brilliant future for 
Calistoga. He expects before long to 
see the Oakland Jute Factory, which 
during tho winter has been obliged to 
shut down on account of the high price 
of coal, removed to Calistoga. 

IMr. Tichenor regards it is one of the 
things of the future that the >'loctric 
light will be made at Calistoga, where 
the steam will cost nothing, aiul cables 
laid from there to San Francisco will 
light all the immediate town.s. For 
the time being, however, the steam 
power will be utilized in elevating the 
water from tho springs • to tho work 
i-ooins and baths. Mr. Tichenor is 
now in San FrancLsco selecting a large 
boilor for his use at the springs and he 
also intends making other and more 
extensive improvements. He placed a 
conical receiver with a small pi[)c at 
the apex, over one of the springs and 
after a short space of lime had clap.sed 
a match was applied to the pipe, and 
lo ! a pure brilliant fla'ine ! Thus, the 
reader will seo that whether this gold 
extracting business is or is not "a 
fraud" the use of tho springs for heat- 
ing and steain-generating and the dis- 
covery of gas will remain and always 
be a bisnefit;to- Calistoga. ' ^ '

A SSj^LZOT SSXP OST FOB '

_ The arrival of the fine iron barijue Liz- 
ziolredalo in this port yesterdtiy revives 
recollection of the singular circumstances 
connected with a newer vessel belonging 
to the same linn and named the Ada Iro- 
dale. This iron sliip left Liverpool for 
San Frtinciaco in 187G with a cargo of 
coal. From spontaneous combustion or 
some other causo aha took fire iu'the Pa- 
cific Ocean 'in latitude 20' south. After 
all nieuns wore e.xhausted and tho 
total destruction of tlio vessel became iiu- 
minont the captain and crew took to the 
boats, and after many weeks of hardship 
and suffering they reached the Marquesas. 
From this group they made Tahiti, nearly 
500 miles furUier south. After a while n 
.ship bound for San Francisco took them 
on board, and from tho latter city thoy 
evonttially got back to Liverpool. The 
derelict Ada Irodalo in the meanwhile 
burnt herself out, ovorything combustible 
being consiiniod, leaving hor superb iron 
Hholi or hull intact, In this condition 
she tloated at tho mercy of wind mid 
_ I waves, drifting hither anil thither, but 
' still haflling tho ofl'orts |(of tlio hnrricano 
and storm to overwhelm her for nearly 1'-' 
iiioiiths, when she was taken hold of by a 
iiassing vessel and towed into the port for 
which she sot .sail. In San Francisco she 
w.as docked and lier imll, being but littlo 
the worse for a ; wolvomoiith's aol^ary 
cruise, she was siippHcd with new beams 
and new littings, rontored to all hor pris- 
tine Iieaiity and iisofnlness and there 
loaded with tlio very cai-^o, namely, 
wheat, for which slut loft iiiverpool and 
finally reached tli.it port in safety, not as 
tho Hritiah barqiio .Vda Iiedalo, but aa 
the .Vnierican ahip lAr/iie Johl^son. Shu 
is still ploughing tlu? ocean; buttheyoung 
lady after whom sho was orij,'innlly nainoil 
died soon after tho vessel w.as burned. 
'I'liore are several iron shii)3 all named 
after lady menibor.s of tho owner's family, 
belonging to tho port of Liverpool in dif- 
ferent parts of tho world. As thoy arc 
all as liuc or finer than the lizzie now in 
port, which is tho senior vessel the 
Beet, they are certainly splendid speci- 
raons of British marine architectne.

A Student favoured .Tiy-TTolves. 

The (iolof publisht.'s tho following: — 
"On the 12tl) of January Alexander 
Vussilwitch ElisaiefT, a medical student, 
the author of many articles that havo 
from time to time appeared in' Russian 
journals and an indefatigable student 
of archicology and anthropology of the 
ancient province of Novgorod, '. arrived 
on tho estate of a Mr. Vassilieff, in Old 
Russia, in order to hunt wolves. Ho was 
desired to stay the night .at tho house, and 
not to faco tho dangers of tho chase alone.

Taa Bisastox to t2io 9^th, Hcgimont in 

Tfie-foUdwing Bccouni of 'tho lauien- 
table'disaster to the 94th RegimeDt is 
given in tho Cnpe papers just received. 
It is tho narrative of Ralph Egertoii, 
who wa8.,_transp9rt conductor to thtr 
94th-oii^"their ajarcb from Leydeuburg, 
via Middleburg, to Pretoria. Egerton 
states that on tho 20th, at 1:20 p.m., 
he was riding alongside the colonel, 50 
yards ahead of the column, to select a 
camping ground about one and a half 
niilos from Brokers Spfuit (38 luilis 
from Pretoria), when tno band teased 
playing. l)n turning round to .ascer- 
tain the reason, iliey saw 150 Boers on 
the left of thu road iu formation, ten 
paces between each horseoian, and all 
mounted. The Boers wero about 500 
yards from the column, and on the left 
flank. Tbe^oloijjel.gallopqtl back and 
gave tlio word to halt. ' The rear wag- 
ons and tho men then closed up. Eg- 
erton proceeds to say : — "I saw a flag 
of truce approaching, and rode to meet 
it. The messenger gave me a sealed 
tlispatch, which I handed to the Colo- 
nal..^>ThepB was only ono man with it. 
He was unarmed. Tho letter was in 
English. Tho Colonel read it to ine- 
tlie purport was as follows : — 'The Re; 
public having beon declared at Heidel- 
berg, and the Dutch people being de- 
termined to maintain it, any move- 
mcnts of tho English troops jirpjudicial 
to blieir interest, and if the Colonel ad 
vauccd beyond the Spruit they should 
consider it a declaration of war, and ho 
must bo responsible for the consequen- 
ces. Tho mossenger said verbally that 
two minutes were allowed for the Colo- 
nel's decision. The Colonel replied 
that his orders wero to march to Pre- 
toria, and he should go there. Each 
party galloped back to his own force, 
and no sooner had tho Boor reached liis 
party than thoy commencod firing. 
Tb(! troops wero o.ttendcd in skirmish- 
ing order in front of tho wagons, at 
about four paces interval. The firing 
lasted 20 minutes. Tho officers all fell 
in the first ten minutes. Tho Boers 
wore behind trecjs on rising ground 
above our men, who wero lying down 
on the grass. The iire of the Boors was 
directed on the oflicer.s, oxen, and am- 
munition waggons, tho latter being de- 
noted by a red flag. The ammunition 
was in tho first waggon, and the band 
and prisoners (?) were getting out the 
reserve ammunition. All the officers 
were wounded, and the account of tlieir 
wounds as stated by Sergeant Brad- 
ley is correct. Betwcon 30 and 40 
men were killed and 70 or 80 
wounded. The doctor told me 
that in killed and wounded ho had 
about 120. Dr. Ward was tlio doctor. 
Ho was not iiurt. When Col. Anstru- 
ther saw that all liis officers were shot 
and the men falling fast and that there 
was no chance he-told them to throw 
up their hats and wave their handker- 
cliiefs as a signal of surrender. There 
were 34 waggons and carts in all. The 
men with waggons had not time 
to get up to join the main body. The 
rear guard wero then prisoners, At 

lUu ooiuiuc>At>oi» ont tho Gocra gal- 

loped up and took them prisoners. 
The convoy extended about half a mile 
and the guard was in the rear of all. 
Joubert gave me permission to come 
in for doctors and ambulances; but al- 
lowed mo to carry no weapons and he 
would not give nje a horse. Ho al- 
lowed Sergeant Bradley to accompany 
me. I took tho colors of the 91 tb Regi- 
ment with me, which some of tho men 
tor« off the poles and gave to me. I 
hid them round my waist under my 
coat. I esliiDalo that about three hund- 
red Boers attacked the head of tho col- 
umn. I only saw one detid and tive 
wounded on their side. I do not think 
there wero anv more.
